Kong to other territories, A fur- 
ther measure which will clearly 
be of advantage to tho Colony in 
enabling control over undesirable 
banks, while also indirectly cap- 
able of benofitting China, is the 
new Banking Ordinanco rclating 
to the registration and control of 
banks in the Colony. In these 
and in other ways the Colony has 
gone out of ita way to meet China's 
needs, Naturally tho Colony {s 
also doing. its utmost to give the 
Home Government every asaist- 
ance In their financial policies and, 
particularly in the conservation of 
hard currenciea for the sterling 
area pvol, Tho Colony’s dollar 
earning capacity ly limited but it 
is trying to reduco the local drain 
on theso resources. Sir Stafford 
Cripps has madé frequent state- 
ments about: the critical shortage 
of dollars and in Decamber he ap: 
pealed to the members of the 
sterling area to help maintain 
and, strengthen its reserves. Tho 
following sentence taken from his 
speech in Parliament on that oc- 
casion is, I think, well worth re- 
peating to Indicate the key-note 
of tho export-import policy of the! 
United Kingdom. Ho sald:— 
“Wo cannot build a healthy 
“economy upon’ restrictions on 
“imports or a jealous caro of 
“our reserves; wo must incrense 
“our foreign exchange income 
and retain the confidence of 
“other countrics ‘in tho stability 
“of our economy, not by credit 
_—“from_abroad_ but—by—our--own 
“efforts in production.” 
Local Industry 
In régard to local industrial 
Production I am glad to say that 
at tho present time some notable 
steps ane being takon which will 
Increase, the productivity of ‘the 
Colony. Several now cotton mills 
are being erected or planned and 
before the end of this year it is 
expected that over 50,900 spindles 
will bo installed. Thero has also 
been progress in other directions 
and sales of industrial power by 
the Electric Light Companies are 
expected -before long to exceod 
thelr pre-war maximum, all of 
which should improve tho finan- 
clal status of tho Colony. ‘The 
expansion we havo seen in 1947 
in tho use of Hongkong as a civil 
aviation contre should ‘in: duo 
course proyo‘to bo another im- 
Portant development, but this can-

Two and a half years have now 
elapsed since the Mberation of 
Hong Kong and Malaya but dos- 
pito repeated and urgent appeals 
for Its removal tho Moratorium 
is still with us, In the meantime 
tho protracted delay and tho in- 
evitable changes that have ‘taken 
place have greatly prejudiced the 
recovery by the Bank of debts 
which wero outstanding before tho 
Japanese occupation, In Singa- 
pore the prospect of the carly 
removal of the restrictions has 
been brightened by the publica- 
tion last month of the first instal- 
ment of tha much heralded and 
long awaited legislation designed 
to regulate the relationship be- 
tween, debtors and creditors in 
respect of debts Incurred before 
and during the occupation. The 
main purport of the proposed 
legislation is to ‘validate in some 
cases ‘wholly, and in other cases 
partinitly in accordance with a 
graduated scale, payments made 
to Iquidators appointed by the 
Japanese for the Hquidation of 
British banks and those of the 
Allled Powers, In Hong Kong 
leginination is anxiously awaited,

Whether it is wise to 
leave Singapore out of the Federa- 
tion remaing to be seen: there 
are magy who have doubts on this 
score. The year 1947 was a 
satisfac one for most ‘traders 
In_Mala¥q¢-but -the-tin-industry-is 
stil] handicapped by tho slow de- 
livery - of ssentlal machinery.
